Ev­ 
ery oue of these cod expcaied to the 
Htrong light i* suffering from anextraor- 
diuary hypertrophy of the eye. 
The 
whole organ has become overgrown, as 
if in the effort to adjust itself to the use 
of more light rays it had become over­ 
equipped and then useless. 
The cod, in 
fact, are blind. 
The most interesting feature in this 
change is the extraordinary rapidity 
w ith which increased supply of light 
rays has overdeveloped the orgau for its 
use. It has taken place, not by slow de­ 
grees from individual to iudividual, bul 
in a course of time to btl measured by 
mouths and in every individual in the 
tank. 
If th is• example is a measure* of 
the rapidity w ith which such changes 
take place among fish, the adaptation 
of theme creature** which have migrated 
from the shallow waters to the de e p 
seas, shown by the total loss of enor- 
ineius development e»f their eyes aud the 
growth of illuminating organs to light 
the* abyss, may have be*en as rapid a* it 
is inarveloua. —Loudon Spectator.
